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COP 28 Resolution 29/57: Among its several findings and messages, it is noteworthy 
that the report highlights the introduction of four new Adaptation Outcomes on health 
around finance, surveillance systems, heat resilience and health infrastructure and 
facilities. Also, on food and agriculture, it 

emphasizes the opportunity to accelerate the implementation and integration of plans 
with other sectoral or local plans and investments. Moreover, on nature, it points out 
that positive developments exist in terms of standards and guidance, such as the 
recognition and universal definition of the term nature-based solutions and more 
advanced standards for private entities on how to set targets and disclose risks related 
to nature. The report shows a growing number of insurers, banks and investors 
recognize the risks of inaction and the emerging opportunities related to adaptation 
and resilience. 


Resolution point 29 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 highlights 
key findings and messages from a report regarding adaptation outcomes in health, 
food and agriculture, and nature. The report introduces four new Adaptation Outcomes 
related to health, including finance, surveillance systems, heat resilience, and health 
infrastructure and facilities. Additionally, it emphasizes opportunities to accelerate the 
implementation and integration of plans in food and agriculture with other sectoral or 
local plans and investments. Furthermore, positive developments are noted in nature, 
including the recognition and universal definition of the term “nature-based solutions” 
and more advanced standards for private entities in setting targets and disclosing risks 
related to nature. The report also indicates a growing recognition among insurers, 
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banks, and investors of the risks of inaction and the emerging opportunities related to 
adaptation and resilience. 


Positive Side: 


Comprehensive Approach: The introduction of new Adaptation Outcomes in health, 
along with the emphasis on accelerating implementation in food and agriculture, and 
positive developments in nature, reflects a comprehensive approach to addressing 
adaptation challenges across different sectors. This holistic approach recognizes the 
interconnectedness of climate impacts and the need for integrated solutions to enhance 
resilience. 


Innovation and Progress: The report highlights innovative measures and progress in 
various areas, such as the introduction of new standards and guidance for private 
entities in nature-based solutions and risk disclosure. These developments signify 
ongoing efforts to advance adaptation strategies and enhance the effectiveness of 
resilience-building initiatives, demonstrating a commitment to continuous improvement. 


Growing Recognition of Risks and Opportunities: The growing recognition among 
insurers, banks, and investors of the risks associated with climate inaction and the 
emerging opportunities related to adaptation and resilience is a positive development. 
This acknowledgment underscores the importance of mainstreaming adaptation and 
resilience considerations into financial decision-making processes, potentially 
mobilizing additional resources for adaptation efforts. 


Negative Side: 


Implementation Challenges: While the report highlights positive developments and 
opportunities, translating these into tangible actions on the ground may face 
implementation challenges. Accelerating the implementation and integration of 
adaptation plans in food and agriculture with other sectoral or local plans and 
investments requires overcoming various barriers, including resource constraints, 
coordination issues, and competing priorities. 


Complexity of Standards and Guidance: While the report mentions more advanced 
standards for private entities in setting targets and disclosing risks related to nature, the 
complexity of these standards and guidance may pose challenges for effective 
implementation. Ensuring clarity, consistency, and accessibility of standards is essential 
to facilitate their adoption and implementation by relevant stakeholders. 


Need for Continued Engagement: Despite growing recognition among insurers, banks, 
and investors of the risks and opportunities related to adaptation and resilience, 
sustained engagement and commitment are needed to translate this awareness into 
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concrete actions and investments. Overcoming inertia and inertia and institutional 
barriers in the financial sector may require continued advocacy and collaboration 


among stakeholders. 


In conclusion, while Resolution point 29 at the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 
highlights positive developments and opportunities in addressing adaptation 


challenges, it also underscores the need to address implementation challenges, ensure 
clarity of standards and guidance, and sustain engagement among stakeholders to 
effectively advance adaptation and resilience efforts. 
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
